WINDOW DISPLAY PRIZE CONTESTS. 


On Feb, 2st last, it may be recalled, an 
issue of the PustisHers’ WEEKLY was held 
up by the Post Office authorities on the 
ground that an advertisement it contained 
infringed the laws of the United States gov- 
erning lotteries. The advertisement was one 
of the Reilly & Britton Company offering a 
prize for the best window display advertising 
their novel “Diane of the Green Van.” It 
should be noted that, not only did no element 
of chance enter into this competition but that 
no fee or requisition of any sort (other than 
the ‘submission of photographs) was placed 
upon competitors. Furthermore, in this par- 
ticular case (though there was a provision 
that certain window display materials would 
be supplied free by the publishers only to 
dealers carrying adequate stocks of the novel 
in question) there was no limitation of the 
competition to such dealers or even any re- 
quirement that copies of the book itself be 
made a part of the window display. 

In short, in all respects, except perhaps the 
last, the proposed contest followed the lines 
usually followed in such window display com- 
Petitions. 

The local Post Office most courteously al- 
lowed the PustisHErs’ WEEKLY to be mailed 
on the promise that a formal withdrawal of 
the advertisement in question appear in the 
following issue. Accordingly, by courteous 
agreement with the Reilly & Britton Company, 
the offer was annulled in the next number. 

The PusiisHers’ WEEKLY, naturally aston- 
ished at such an extreme construction of the 
lottery law, for which it was hardly able to 
find warrant in the law itself, and realizing 
the importance of such a ruling to the pub- 





lishing world at large, endeavored to discover 
upon what definite legal ground this ruling 
of the Department’s was based. This, in spite 
of some little correspondence with the authori- 
ties both at New York and Washington, it 
has never succeeded in doing. 

Meantime, however, as was to be expected, 
the same question has arisen in numerous 
other quarters. Window display contests are, 
of course, an old form of exploitation through 
the retailer; and any attempt to bring them 
within the purview of the lottery law must 
neeessitate, sooner or later, a definite state- 
ment of Departmental rulings on the new 
points involved. 

A step in this direction was made in the 
Department’s official comment upon a window 
display contest projected by the L. S. Star- 
rett Company, makers of fine tools, and re- 
ported in a recent issue of Printer’s Ink. 
It says: 


The decision of the Department upon the adver- 
tisement as originally submitted was that “If the mat- 
ter of this contest is to be admitted to the mails it 
must be understood that the display will not be con- 
fined solely to the particular mechanics’ tools of he 
promoters,” and that there must also appear in the 
advertisement a_ sufficiently definite statement as to 
what the word “best” means in the connection used in 
order that those participating will be advised of the 
standard of comparison to be applied by the judges. 

The advertisement was amended by inserting the 
statement: 

“Judgment of the windows will be on the basis of 
their power to create interest in fine tools,” 
which was regarded as a sufficient explanation as to 
what the word ‘“‘best” meant. 

Regarding the statement in the article which re- 
fers to circulars relating to the contest mailed at Bos- 
ton, Mass., I would state that a circular of the L. S. 
Starrett Company relating to this contest was sub- 
mitted to this office by the publishers of the period- 
ical in which the amended advertisement appeared, 
and attention was directed to the fact that the ex- 
planation of the term “best” did not appear in the 
circular, and according to a copy on file here a letter 
was sent to Walter B. Snow by the publishers, advis- 
ing him of the omission, and stating that the explana- 
tion should be added to the circular by rubber stamp 
or otherwise. 

The condition that every contestant must furnish 
a photograph of the window display was present in the 
advertisement as passed by the Department and is 
usually a condition of all window oy contests, as 
the windows are judged from photographs. 


It will be noted that the original Starrett 
contest differed very materially from the 
Reilly & Britton window contest in that it 
sought to confine the window to Starrett 
goods. And it will be furthermore queried 
whether from the viewpoint of the disinter- 
ested judges (trade paper editors) “on the 
basis of their power to create interest” is 
any more specific than “best.” 

Nor is it yet clear whereon the Depart- 
ment’s rulings rest: the lottery law says, 
simply and clearly, “offering prizes dependent 
upon lot or chance.” Just where the element 
of chance appears legally in a properly con-

to the character of the window display ma- 
terials used, either eliminate or modify that 
element it is difficult to understand. 

We sympathize thoroughly with the Post 
Office Department in its expressed endeavor 
“to enforce the anti-lottery statutes strictly 
and with thoroughness.” We appreciate the 
intricate ramifications in which lottery devices 
may disguise themselves and the difficulty of 
following out and thwarting such ramified 
misendeavors. The significant words “lot or 
chance” seem to the PupiisHEeRs’ WEEKLY to 
afford the indubitable clue; and either a win- 
dow display contest is a trial of imagination in 
conception and skill in execution in which the 
element of lot or chance in no sense enters, 
or else it is from first to last a crooked trans- 
action in which every participant, competitors 
as well as judges, takes a venial part. There 
appears to be no middle ground. 

This whole contention on the part of the 
Post Office Department seems but another evi- 
dence of the misguided nature of the present 
governmental tendency in this country to de- 
range and mismanage private business by 
unwise and unwarfranted supervision of de- 
tails and hair-splitting confusion of terms— 
with the generai result that business men are 
at once perplexed and discouraged in going 
forward with legitimate business.

TON ON “BOOKS AND THE BUSI- 
NESS MAN.” 


Durtinc the recent Book Exhibit in Boston, 
Roger W. Babson, president of the Babs. 
Statistical Organization, spoke on the subject 
of “Books and the Business Man,” a problem 
vital interest to every publisher and bookseller. 

While his address was directed particularly 
to the business men present, Mr. Babson mack 
an especial appeal to publishers to educate buy- 
ers to be willing to pay the same price for a 
small book as for a large book. “The great 
trouble with the book trade at the present time, 
so far as sales to business men are concerned,” 
he said, “is that business men to-day buy books 
largely as furniture for their offices and 
homes. They do not buy books to read, for 
the primary reason that books are too large 
and contain too many pages for the amount 
of real meat contained therein. And yet, | 
have known several good writers, in taking 
manuscript to a publisher, to receive the replv 
that their work would be accepted provided 
they would pad the manuscript so as to double 
the number of pages. I believe the first step 
in making book buyers of business men is the 
development of a small book. Instead of send- 
ing manuscript back to writers with instruc- 
tions to pad the copy, the instructions should 
be that they condense it. 

“Book dealers are correct in believing that it 
does not pay to carry books that retail for less 
than a dollar; but they are wholly wrong in 
their assumption that business men would not 
pay a dollar or a dollar and a half for a book 
unless it contained two or three hundred 
There is no need for publishers to re- 
duce the price of their books—this should be 
kept at from a dollar to a dollar and a half; 
but if publishers would gradually but syste- 
matically reduce the size of these books, they 
would find that the number of purchasers 
among business men would steadily increase. 
There are very few books published wherein 
the writer could not give the same information 
in half or perhaps in even a quarter of the 
When business men see that 
publishers grasp this idea, and try to make the 
books as small as possible, instead of as large 
as possible, these business men will not only 
buy more books, but be willing to pay more for 
the small book than for the big one, on the same 
principle that we will pay an excess fare to 
go on a faster train.” 

Mr. Babson told an interesting story con- 
nected with an interview he had with Thomas 
A. Edison, in which the inventor compared 
a business man to an electric storage battery, 
declaring that men treat their storage batter- 
ies far more sensibly than they treat them- 
selves. He used this story as part of an ap- 
peal to business men to give more time to 
reading and study. “If business men,” said 
Mr. Babson, “would devote an hour a day to 
systematic reading along the line of the in- 
dustry in which they are engaged, I believe 
their efficiency and income would be increased 
at least twenty-five per cent.” Whether in the

which the men engaged in such lines would 
find immensely valuable. 

Mr. Babson also appealed to business men 
to broaden their reading along other lines. 
he various books that he mentioned were di- 
vided into four groups: Economics and his- 
tory; Biography; Fiction; Books on applied 
Christianity and social movements. He es- 
pecially urged business men to keep better in- 
formed as to the great social developments of 
the day, and recommended such books as “The 
Prophet of Nazareth,” by Schmidt, “Chris- 
tianity and the Social Crises” by Rauschen- 
busch, and also some of Prof. T. N. Car- 
ver’s writings. He feels that Labor and Capital 
will never get together until each understands 
the other, and that such a state can best 
be brought about—to quote his own words— 
by getting labor leaders to read such publica- 
tions as the Commercial and Financial Chron- 
icle, and capitalists to read such magazines 
as The Masses.”

WINDOW DISPLAYS FOR AMBITIOUS 
DEALERS. 


DispLays Divipep Into Four CLAasses—BAL- 
ANCE, HARMONY, CONTRAST AND UNITY 
THE PRINCIPAL ESSENTIALS—PRACTI- 
CAL SUGGESTIONS AND CRITICISMS. 


IF one should judge by the appearance of 
the average window, says a writer in a recent 
issue of the Canadian Bookseller and Sta- 
tioner, booksellers and stationers as a rule 
are poor salesmen, at least in the matter of 
window displays. 

Many booksellers look upon the matter of 
window displays from a wrong angle. They 
consider the window merely a space for dis- 
playing goods, whereas the fact is the win- 
dow offers the greatest opportunity for selling 
goods and drawing business to the store. No 
real good can be secured from your windows 
unless you take the attitude that the window 
is a vital selling factor and not a mere recep- 
tacle for storage purposes. 

To get the most out of your window dis- 
plays they must be arranged with a definite 
purpose in view and constructed on a clear 
and well-defined idea. 
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Window displays naturally divide them- 
selves into four general classes: the combina- 
tion display; the one-idea display; the pic- 
ture display; the seasonable display. 


THE COMBINATION DISPLAY. 


The combination display is one of the most 
used, but by no means the most valuable form 
of display. Various kinds of goods and books 
are grouped together with the idea of ac- 
quainting the passer-by with the range of 
your line. This is a very useful form of 
display in some cases, although immediate 
results are seldom noticeable. One very im- 
portant point about the combination dis- 
play is that care should be taken to feature 
at least one, if not two or three, special lines. 
For instance, several different articles may 
be grouped together in the window, with note- 
paper, postcards, or the latest novel given 
the most important position and made the 
feature of the window. 


THE ONE-IDEA DISPLAY. 


The one-idea display is probably the most 
valuable to the bookseller and _ stationer, 
especially when considering its small cost. 
In this display a single line of goods or com- 
bination of goods that can be arranged under 
a single class are grouped together. The 
whole value of this style of display rests on 
the fact that the attention of the passer-by 
is concentrated on a single line of goods for 
the time being, and not scattered around 
over a number of different lines of goods 
that have no connection one with the other. 

Under the one-idea display comes the latest 
fiction window, in which are displayed a few 
of the newest novels, with perhaps the most 
popular one featured in the center. The science 
display is another, with a few important science 
books effectively arranged in the window. 
Others are: the correspondence window, in 
which appears all the little requisites of 
friendly or business correspondence; the win- 
dow of children’s books, or the motto or 
framed and unframed picture displays, etc. 
Thus the bookseller may gradually impress 
upon the mind of the prospective customer in 


range of goods. 


THE PICTURE DISPLAY. 
The picture display gets its name from the 


fact that a picture or scene is constructed in | 
the window to fieighten the onlooker’s inter- | 


est in the goods being displayed. Although 
this method of display is the most costly, the 
direct and indirect effect usually makes it well 
worth while to use on frequent occasions. 

Probably the most impressive example of 
the picture display the writer can recall was 
one of “rainy day reading” used by a medium 
sized bookstore at moderate cost. 

The window displayed the comfortable cor- 
ner of a boudoir, with window and cosy, be- 
cushioned window seat. Here was seated a 
woman model evidently deeply interested in 
the latest novel, which she was holding in 
such a position that the title could be seen 
readily. Beside her on a little green wicker 
table were several other popular novels, trav-

| Their interest, however, does not last very 
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el books and classic works. But the real 
feature of the display lay in the fact that 
through the window one could see rain fall- 
ing down in torrent. The display cards en- 
deavored to persuade the passer-by to get in 
his or her rainy-day reading now while the 
weather was good and obviate the discomfort 
of a day indoors without the latest reading. 

The walls of this display were made of 
heavy cardboard, overlaid with wallpaper, 
and bearing a couple of small pictures and a 
few college pennants. The window was also 
made of cardboard, with the panes cut out 
and a piece of glass placed behind large 
enough to cover the four openings of the 
panes. Strips of wood trim were used to give 
a finishing touch. Behind the scene, above 
the window, was placed a piece of eaves- 
trough a little wider than the window. Little 
holes had been punched in the bottom of the 
eavestrough and a shallow trough lay directly 
beneath it. Water was directed into the 
eavestrough by means of an ordinary garden 
hose, and from the shallow pan in a similar 
manner. The effect of drenching rain was 
very realistic. 

Other ways of developing interest in your 
goods through the picture display is by con- 
structing right in your window one of the 
scenes in a famous novel. 

The picture display always proves interest- 
ing and attractive, but care should be taken 
that it is linked up forcibly with the goods 
to be sold, or the whole object of the window 
display will be lost. 


THE SEASONABLE DISPLAY. 


The seasonable display offers the bookseller 
an opportunity to take advantage of the vari- 
ous seasons, important events or popular 
movements. The seasonable display is a very 
effective means of catching public spirit and 
interest when it is already developed. Be- 
sides the different seasons and special occa- 
sions, there are certain times of the year when 
public opinion naturally runs in a certain 
Thus the first of June affords a 


long, and it is usually advisable to have the 


' display changed in three or four days at the 


most, except in the case of the school opening 
or similar displays which may last for a 
couple of weeks. 
To get the most out of your window dis- 
plays it is well to get up a schedule, arrang- 
ing to change your windows as frequently as 
possible and not less than once a week. Study 
your stock, the different seasons and public 
events. Endeavor to find out the kinds of 
displays that will have most weight in develop- 
ing your customers’ interest in your stock. 


SOME POINTS TO CONSIDER. 

The window dresser is just like the artist 
and his window like the artist’s picture. The 
only difference is in the materials used. The 
artist manipulates his colors to produce a cer- 
tain effect, and the window-dresser arranges 
his articles of merchandise. The problems

THE MAINTAINED PRICE* 


WHEN you get off the boat at a certain | 
prominent summer resort, you will find your- | 


self besieged by innumerable carriage drivers, 


each vociferous in his expressed desire to | 
“drive you around the island.” You will be | 


handed a multitude of business cards, adver- 
tising the rates of the various drivers. Care- 
ful comparison of the entire lot will show 
you, however, that they do not vary in a 
single particular. The prices are the same 
from all and to all. Looks like a trust, 
doesn’t it? A combination to boost prices, 
mayhap. At least, so it would seem to the 
many to whom uniformity of prices is anathe- 
ma. But how is it in reality? In the old 
days, before the uniformity of scale was en- 
forced by a commission, each driver would 
look you over and obtain from you what he 
thought the traffic would bear. It was a case 
ot whether you or he proved to be the more 
accomplished “dickerer.” The commission 
decided to enforce the sensible rule that Mr. 
John Smith should ride as cheaply as Peter 
Jones, whether he was his equal at the game 
of beating down or not. 

_ This is the inner principle of the movement 
lor price maintenance—the equality of the 
customer. Contrary to the view accepted by 
many, price maintenance is as much for the 
benefit of the consumer as for the merchant 
and his employees, and those who urge the

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maintained price are as 
eager for it to prevail 
in the goods they buy as 
in the goods they sell. 
There are those who argue 
that the maintained price is 
necessarily a higher price 
and therefore contrary to 
the welfare of the so-called 
consumer. If mankind 
could be divided into two 
camps, one of consumers 
and one of producers, it 
might be possible to con- 
sider the welfare of the con- 
sumer alone as such. Asa 
matter of fact, all are both 
consumers and producers. 
Even those who actually 
produce nothing usually do 
so indirectly in the invest- 
ment of their funds. Smith 
is a producer of shoes and 
a consumer of not only 
shoes but clothes, food, 
amusements, automobiles 
and a thousand and one 


| question not from the standpoint of the myth- 





ical producer or consumer, but from his all- 
round experience and needs. 

The maintained price works directly for the 
benefit of the purchaser, because he knows 
that he is being fairly treated, that he pays 
the same price that every other man pays 
and that he is getting “the bottom price.” The 
average man would rather pay five dollars for 
a Knox hat with all the backing and guaran- 
tee that the name gives him, than enter a 
store and dicker with the proprietor and 
finally pay him three or four dollars for a 
hat of unknown quality and origin. The 
dealer is a skilled professional. He must 
know more about hats than you possibly can. If 
you attempt to deal with him on the terms of 
dicker, you are matching wits with an expert. 
No matter how much “discount,” “reduction,” 
or “special concession” you receive, you are 
always in doubt that you have struck bottom. 

The competition should be between the 
makers of Knox hats and the makers of other 
hats, not among the retailers. In the case of 
well-advertised goods, retailers are properly 
only the agents of the manufacturer—the last 
link in the chain between maker and user. It 
has been contended that when a manufacturer 
ships merchandise to a retailer, he absolutely 
and entirely parts title and that he can exer- 
cise no control over its subsequent distribu- 
tion. Advocates of price maintenance claim 
that in the case of branded, well-advertised 
goods, the relationship of principal and agent 
is clearly defined The retailer has no pos- 
sible use for the goods himself. Title of 
ownership is without value to him. He mere- 
ly serves to pass them on to the actual user. 
Thus, it is clear that if certain hats are ad- 
vertised to patrons all over the country at 
five dollars, the makers should be allowed to 
enforce the sale of their product at that price. 
Otherwise they are as guilty of discrimina- 
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tion as Mr. Jones, who looks his customer 
over and decides the price by his appearance 
of prosperity or otherwise. Advocates of 
price maintenance believe it to be as repre- 
hensible to discriminate between two cus- 
tomers because one lives in Michigan and the 
other in Ohio, as between two customers who 
enter the same store. 

A well-dressed, prosperous-looking gentle- 
man entered a bookstore in a New York State 
city and asked for a copy of “Charles O’Mal- 
ley” by Charles Lever. The proprietor him- 
self produced a copy in an edition the general 
price of which was fifty cents. The customer 
passed the bookseller a five-dollar bill and 
received in change three dollars and twenty- 
five cents. He had paid a dollar and seventy- 
five cents for the fifty-cent book. It is this 
manner of trading that is the natural fruit 
of the cormmercial method advocated by those 
who oppose price maintenance “Up when 
you can, down when you have to,” is a little 
sign-post on the footpath of price competi- 
tion. 

The maintained price will do much to lift 
competition out of the meanest, most sordid 
field in which it can exist—tne competition of 
price. In the eyes of all too many cus- 
tomers, a cent cheaper in the selling price 
covers a multitude of sins. Unsanitary condi- 
tions, overwork and underpay, employment of 
children, are all forgiven if a saving can be 
made. This, we are told, all works to the 
benefit of the consumer. It might, if this 
same consumer were not also working under 
the same unfavorable conditions somewhere 
else. 

Government officials, on one hand, are in- 
vestigating vice conditions, low wages and 
similar evils.

other reforms possible. In a daily newspaper 
in a great middle-west city, there appeared, 
in the same issue, two highly interesting 
items, when considered in relation to each 
other.

Why delude o 
selves into believing that the goods are being 
continuously sold at or near cost? 

Cut-rates, so-called, give rise to all man- 
ner of dishonest and partly dishonest bus: 
ness. A certaim drug store makes a practic: 
of advertising well-known goods at very low 
prices, doubtless at or near cost. It is 
obvious that a business cannot be conducted, 
rent paid, clerks employed and other ex- 
penses met on any such basis. As a matter 
of fact, the clerks are given special premiums 
(P. M.’s, so-called) for selling other goods 
of the same general nature. These are not 
well-known, advertised brands, and they do, 
no doubt, carry a very heavy profit. Stern 
insistence alone will secure for you any of 
the “special leaders” mentioned in the news- 
paper advertisement. “The something just- 
as-good” is urged, nay, forced upon you. It 
is obviously profitable business to sell on 
article at cost in order to ‘sell five at a 
hundred per cent. profit. 

Another drug store also advertises ex- 
tremely low prices. This is not done with 
the idea of selling you the articles listed, 
since this would be without profit, but to 
create a general reputation for cheapness. 
Then next time you want drugs, you go to 
So-and-So’s because you think you will save 
money. However, should you purchase any 
of the advertised items, you will pay full 
price, unless you specifically quote the 
amount named in the advertisement. These 
and numerous other “tricks of the trade” 
are but the natural product of “cut-throat 
competition.” 

It is not intended that maintained prices 
shall prevail in all channels of trade.  In- 
deed, this is manifestly impossible. Bulk 
goods, perishable merchandise, and the large 
body of unnamed wares will probably always 
remain subject to the law of supply and de- 
mand. It is on branded goods that are well- 
advertised that uniformity of price is most 
sought at present. This is on the theory that 
the manufacturer does not sell to a dealer, 
but through a dealer to the customers who 
use the goods. 

Maintenance of prices, even un articies pro- 
tected by patent, it seems to be the law’s 
present intention to prevent. However, what 
cannot be accomplished through force of law,

On the box were the printed figures to prove 
the assertion. This mythical pricing can be 
carried to almost any lengths once the pub- 
lic has been trained to expect discounts. 

If all the makers of soap in the country 
combined to raise the price of soap, it would 
be wrong. For the manufacturer of Ivory 
soap to be able to set the retail selling price 
of his own product is right. If he asks too 
much, other soap-makers will get the busi- 
ness. He has a right to protect himself 
against cut-rate dealers who advertise 
“specials” on a few well-known items at 
very low prices for the purpose of selling 
other items at an extra profit. That this 
loss must be made up on other merchandise 
is apparent, since no merchant can pay his 
usiness expenses and sell his goods at cost, 

or nearly so. 
_ Sometimes, the cut-rate merchant is genu- 
inely frank in admitting that his “leader” is 
only bait for him to make money off you in 
other directions, for he advertises that he 
will sell you his “special” only in connection 
with a general order for one dollar, two 
dollars or five dollars. 

Modern busiiess must rest on the secure 
foundation that every article must be paid 
or, every item from raw material to con- 
sumer must be adequately compensated. The 
maintained price is the most effective means 
as yet suggested to that end.

General Appraiser S. R. Cooper filed a dis- 
senting opinion based upon the following 
claim: “From the testimony and from com- 
mon knowledge it is clear that the sample of 
evidence is a copy or reproduction of one of 
the world’s famous paintings and works of art, 
and if the reproduction itself rises to the dig- 
nity of a work of art, it is my opinion that it 
should be classified under paragraph 376.” 


TO INVESTIGATE PRICE MAIN- 
TENANCE. 


FLeTcHER B. Gipss, of Chicago, counsellor 
representing the National Association in the 
Chamber of Commerce of the U. S. A., has 
sent to the members a circular letter announc- 
ing that the committee appointed by the cham- 
ber to investigate the question of the main- 
tenance of resale prices will soon be ready to 
meet, and that he had been asked to furnish 
several instances where standard makes of 
patented, trade-marked, copyrighted or brand- 
ed goods have been thrown out by dealers be- 
cause of price cutting. Mr. Gibbs suggests 
that members of the association who can cite 
such instances prepare affidavits and send them 
in to him. Blank forms of affidavits are in- 
cluded, to facilitate the extending of the in- 
formation requested. 

The questions asked in the affidavit read: 


“Price cutting, i. e., the sales at lower than the 
recommended retail price on goods which are trade- 
marked, patented, branded, or copyrighted has resulted 
to my certain knowledge, in the refusal of a retail 
dealer to handle the same, or to reduce his stock there- 
of, in the following instances: 
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(If you are a dealer, and have been forced to par- 
tially or entirely abandon a line of this kind, give the 
details, stating the name of the goods, the reasons in 
full and all other facts. If a manufacturer, and your 
product has suffered in this way, give the facts, names, 
places, causes, etc., in full.) 

“T can also state that price-cutting of such products 
has resulted in the lowering of the quality of the same, 
in order to reduce the price to the dealer, to enable 
him to compete with the price-cutters. _ ; ; 

“I know of the following instances in which price- 
cutting was resorted to for the purpose of advertising 
other goods not trade-marked, patented, branded or 
copyrighted, and promoting the sale thereof at higher 
prices than could have been otherwise obtained. 

“IT know of the following instances where price-cut- 
ting was used as a cloak to cover the sale of dam- 
aged, imperfect or imitation products where the true 
condition or nature of the goods was not disclosed, 

“Give any additional Facts as to the loss occasioned 
to the consumer, dealer or manufacturer which may be 
within your knowledge.” 


CLEVER BOOK THIEF—NEW YORK 
BOOKSELLERS TAKE NOTICE. 


G. E. Strecnert & Co. ask that the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY warn other members of the 
trade of a clever book thief operating in New 
York City. They say: 

“We have just had some experience with a 
very expert book thief, and would suggest that 
you call the trade’s attention to him in your 
very next number: 

“A medium sized man with a German ac- 
cent came in with a hand-bag and paid $1 
on account of a book which should be pro- 
cured for him for to-morrow when he would 
call. He looked around and examined Ameri- 
can technical books on the shelves. But one of 
our clerks became suspicious and watched him 
and found that he put several books in his bag; 
the clerk went up to him and demanded the 
return of the books. Unfortunately the man 
was not held; it was during lunch hour when 
the chief clerk in the department and several 
others were out. 

The man has a specially constructed grip 
which appears to be closed but has an opening 
at one end allowing him to slip in the books. 
This same man has been here once before and 
also paid $1 for a book which was procured 
for him for the following day, and we suppose 
that at least once he has filled his grip with 
books from our shelves. We have no doubt 
that he is doing this same business at other 
book stores or has done it.” 


COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
ALLEGED INFRINGEMENT OF MAGAZINE 
COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Tue Metropolitan Magazine Company re- 
cently brought suit in equity in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court for the Southern District of New 
York against the New Fiction Publishing 
Company, publishers of Snappy Stories, to re- 
strain an alleged infringement of copyright, 
in a front cover illustration consisting of a 
girl’s head. Judge Hough gave judgment for 
the defendants as follows: 

It is only necessary to consider so much of 
the motion made as is equivalent to a general 
demurrer. The subject of copyright is a pic- 
ture of a girl’s head and bust. It is the work 
of a well known draughtsman, and was used 


to ornament a cover of the Metropolitan Mag- 
zine. 
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It was said in argument that it was the in- 
tention of the proprietors of that magazine to 
permanently (or for a considerable time at 
least) attract the attention of the public to 
their periodical as it lay upon newsstands }y 
presenting on the cover month by month the 
same girl’s head in various poses, so that the 
public might become accustomed to recognize 
the Metropolitan Magazine by the presumably 
familiar features of the girl portrayed on the 
outside cover. 

This is of course a legitimate method of do- 
ing business, and is a style of advertising quite 
well known; but it has nothing whatever to 
do with this case. If another magazine pub- 
lisher uses a girl’s head for a cover decora- 
tion after the public has become accustomed 
to buying Metropolitan because of the famil- 
iar feminine features on its cover—possibly an 
action for unfair competition might bé 
brought; but this action is for infringement of 
copyright alone, and the bill alleges in sub- 
stance that the defendant has issued and dis- 
tributed another picture of a girl’s head and 
bust which is in some substantial part copied 
from complainant’s copyrighted drawing. 

It is true that defendant also publishes a 
magazine, and the offending girl’s head is on 
the cover of its magazine, but for the purposes 
of this case such use of the picture is imma- 
terial. 

The infringement might not be so exten- 
Sive, nor-so offensive, but it would be just as 
much an infringement if defendant had placed 
its girl’s head on a box of cigars, or indeed cir- 
culated it among friends merely as an attrac- 
tive picture. 

This action, being in equity, I have no jury 
before whom to lay the two pictures and ask 


| them to decide whether one is an appropriation 


of any substantial part of the other. ‘This 
Court is the judge of the facts, and decision 
must be rendered by it sooner or later. Com- 
plainant urges that it should have a right to 
interpose expert evidence, viz., that of artists 
or persons skilled in criticising works of art,— 
in order that the eye of the Court might be 
trained to observe those points of likeness 
(and also of difference) which would escape 
the untrained investigator. It has been decided 
that in cases of copyright infringement the 
evidence of experts may be admitted, but such 
evidence is said to be merely secondary; West 
Publishing Co. vs. Lawyers, etc. Co., 79 Fed. 
Rep., at 759, and cases cited. Ultimately the 
question of infringement or non-fringement is 
to be decided, not by-experts, nor necessarily 
in accordance with their opinions. If the mat- 
ter were put to a jury the way to put it is this: 
It is for you to decide from your consideration 
of the evidence and exhibits whether the 
draughtsman of defendant’s picture has appro- 
priated any substantial part of the original 
work, evidenced by and shown in complainant’s 
picture. 

It might well be that the defendant would 
never have thought of making a picture if the 
complainant had not made one, but that is im- 
material ; it may be that defendant deliberately 
made a picture of a peculiarly blooming type of 
young girl just because the complainant had 
done the same thing; but that also is imma- 
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terial. The attractive faces of young girls are, 
in an artistic sense certainly, common property. 

I will therefore assume that in the opinion of 
experts, on consideration of these two pictures, 
it is seen that such essential features as the 
nose and mouth are much alike; that the neck 
muscles exhibit identical contractions in both 
pictures, and that said muscular arrangement 
is natural in complainant’s picture and unnat- 
ural in defendant’s, suggesting a slavish copy- 
ing of the former in the latter, and that the 
“lights” and “shadows” are similarly disposed 
or arranged in both pictures.* 

If, however, I assume that the expert testi- 
mony were as just stated, I should not after 
an investigation of the exhibits attached to the 
bill and submitted here, permit a verdict for 
the complainant to stand (if the action were at 
law). This course I should take because after 
assuming all that the expert is assumed to say, 
the ordinary citizen sees so many more points 
of dissimilarity than there are even claimed 
points of similarity, that it would be impossible 
to hold as matter of fact that there was any 
substantial appropriation of the original work 
shown in complainant’s drawing. 

It is probably true that color, as evidenced in 
hair, eyebrows, lips, etc., catches the eye of the 
uninformed far more readily than does draw- 
ing and that arrangement of lights and shad- 
ows which is called “composition.” 

But the average citizen is not deceived by 
that which he does not understand; he can see 
the differences in color, pose and facial expres- 
sion, and when these differences are so strik- 
ing as to prevent said average citizen from be- 
ing deceived as to the identity of the two pic- 
tures, there can be no infringement. 

Being therefore of opinion that no evidence 
suggested or conceivable to me would warrant 
a decree for the complainant herein, the bill is 
dismissed with costs. 


SUIT IN FRENCH COURT OVER ALLEGED 
PIRACY OF A CARD INDEX 


A COPYRIGHT case, involving the questions of 
the originality and authorship of a card index, 
was tried before the French Trib. corr. de la 
Seine, oth audience du 26 mai, 1911. Although 
having little direct bearing on certain still un- 
settled questions regarding the copyrighting of 
individual index cards, it is of interest as being 
perhaps the first case involving such cards. 

According to the resumé of the case in a 
recent issue of Le Droit d’Auteur, Freyburg, 
the plaintiff, summoned Merle on the charge of 
breaking Articles 425 and 426 of the French 
penal code and the laws of July 19, 1793, July 
28, 1824, and February 9, 1895. His claim was 
that he had been directed by Merle, the de- 
fendant, to prepare an index-card bibliography 
of works on the cosmetic sciences, that he had 
prepared more than six hundred cards, and that 
Merle had then printed these cards without 
his, Freyburg’s, permission, in the form of a 
catalogue for the Brussels Exposition. 

During the trial it was ruled that the laws

of 1824 and 1895 did not bear on the case, and 
that Freyburg’s charges must rest upon the 
basic law of July 19, 1793, and upon Articles 
425 and 426 of the penal code (which give 
authors the rights to their works and punish 
infringement). 

To be protected by the general law of 1793, 
an author must prove his authorship and show 
that he has put into the work something cre- 
ated by his own esprit. On neither of these 
points could Freyburg establish a sufficient 
case. In the first point of authorship, he could 
not prove his authorship, being certain that not 
all the cards in the catalogue were his own, 
but possessing no means of proving which 
ones were. Furthermore, there was no doubt 
that the plaintiff and defendant had made an 
agreement on the subject of the cards, where- 
by the plaintiff's remuneration was set at a 
fixed sum, most of which had been paid; if 
the parties to the agreement disagreed as to 
the execution of the agreement, the very ex- 
istence of that agreement was conclusive 
against any idea of the undisputed right to 
Freyburg arising from that agreement, or a 
consequent right to sue for piracy. 

Regarding the second claim that the work 
must bear some stamp of the author’s esprit, 
the court decided that the cards in the case 
showed no originality either in arrangement 
or wording, since they were arranged alpha- 
betically and bore only the name of the author 
and the title. 

The court dismissed the case, charging costs 
to the plaintiff. 


NOTICE MUST BE AFFIXED TO EVERY 
REPRODUCTION OF A DESIGN. 

A CASE, involving several interesting points 
of copyright, which has been in litigation for 
some eight years, recently reached final adjudi- 
cation by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The final decision affirms those of 
the lower courts; it is, in brief, as phrased 
by Bowker on Copyright in his citation of one 
of these earlier decisions, that “separable 
parts of a composite design, when used 
separately, must bear separate copyright 
notice.” 

The parties to the suit were Louis De Jonge 
& Company vs. Breuker & Kessler Company, 
both lithographers. The former firm printed 
some box covering paper, bearing a holiday 
design painted at their order by a G. F. 
Muendel. As is customary with such repeat 
designs the original water color was planned 
so that reproduced later in multiple the sepa- 
rable sheets would match and make a uniform 
continuous design. The original sheet was 
duly copyrighted, bearing a copyright notice 
once upon it. 

Subsequently the competing company repro- 
duced a similar design which the De Jonge 
Company considered an infringement. In the 
resulting suit the Breuker & Kessler Company 
offered a three-fold defense, claiming: first, 
that the De Jonge design was not a painting 
but a design for an article of manufacture 
and protectable, as such, not under a copy- 
right but by means of a design patent ; second, 
even if the design were copyrightable as a 
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work of art, it could not be entered as a 
painting, but only as a lithograph or chromo, 
and therefore. the existing copyright was not 
valid; third, even if the De Jonge Company 
had originally a valid copyright it had be- 
come invalid by reason of the publication of 
copies not marked copyrighted, Both the Cir- 
cuit Court and the Circuit Court of Appeals | 
upheld the last defense above mentioned, the 
lower court also overruling the first of the 
three claims. 

When the case was finally appealed to the | 
Supreme Court of the United States the De | 
Jonge Company claimed that to require a 
copyright notice for each part of the design 
was, under the circumstances, purely technical 
and served no useful purpose. Furthermore, 
they claimed that if the notice were conspicu- | 
ous enough to be noticeable it would spoil the 
artistic effect of the design. 

Justice Holmes, in delivering the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, stated in effect that | 
the thing protected, and the only thing pro- 
tected, by the copyright was an individual 
painting, the whole of which, so far as the 
copyright was concerned, was reproduced in | 
a single one of the units making up the com- | 
plete design. The De Jonge Company had 
not patented (as a “design”) the unified de- 
sign resulting from the combination of these 
single copyrighted paintings. Therefore, the | 
only question before the court was the cor- 
rect method of copyrighting the separate re- 
productions of the painting which made up 
the design. Since the painting in question 
had applied for protection as a painting just | 
as if it were one of thé world’s masterpieces, 
it must therefore take along with this pro- 
tection the same limitations that would apply 
to such a masterpiece; since the law requires 
that each reproduction of a work of art shall 
bear the copyright notice and since the pro- 
tected object does not gain more extensive 
privileges because of being repeated several 
times upon one sheet of paper, the Supreme 
Court affirmed the decree of the lower courts 
in upholding the third defense of the Breuker 
& Kessler Company. 


COPYRIGHT INFRINGEMENT OF A DRAWING— 
MEMORANDUM OF ASSIGNMENT OR RES- 
ERVATION UNDER ENGLISH ACT. 


A case involving as its most significant 
point the interpretation of Section 1 of the 
English Fine Arts Act of 1862 was recently 
decided in the English courts. Our account 
is condensed from that in the English 
Author. 

The plaintiffs in this action were color 
printers, Messrs. E. W. Savory, Ltd., of Bris- 
tol, who sued The World of Golf, Ltd., for 
an alleged infringement of their copyright in 
a colored drawing called “Thirteen Down.” 
The drawing was the work of Mr. W. Fletcher 
Thomas and was drawn by him in 1910. Mr. 
Thomas submitted it, along with some other 
drawings, to the plaintiffs, who purchased 
them and took from Mr. Thomas the follow- 
ing receipt: “Lydstep, Southwold, Suffolk, 
March 28, 1910. Received of Messrs. E. W. 
Savory, Ltd., Bristol, the sum of two pounds | 
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six shillings and sixpence, for 5 original card 
designs, inclusive of all copyrights. Subjects: 
4 golfing subjects, 1 Teddy Bear painting. 
[Signed] W. Fletcher Thomas.” Parol evi- 
dence was adduced to prove that the four golf- 
ing subjects referred to in the receipt were 
the drawing “Thirteen Down,” and three 
others called respectively “Four up, my boy,” 
“Rotten Game, Golf,” and “Sorry.” These 
four drawings were reproduced by the plain- 
tiffs on a calendar issued by them and called 
“The Golfer’s Calendar.” In the number of 
The World of Golf for December 4, 1913, the 
defendants inserted the advertisement of a 


_ golf ball, and the drawing “Thirteen Down” 


was reproduced as part of this advertisement. 

On December 6 the plaintiffs’ solicitors 
wrote to the defendants and also to the ad- 
vertisers and the printers complaining that 
the reproduction was an infringement of their 
clients’ copyright and stating that unless they 
heard from them by return of post with an 
undertaking to publish an apology in The 


| World of Golf, to deliver up all copies, blocks 
_ or plates, and pay substantial damages, they 


would take proceedings to obtain an injunc- 
tion and other relief. In reply to this letter 
the defendants wrote on December 6 as fol- 
lows: “We accepted the advertisement includ- 
ing this block in the usual course of busi- 
ness and in all good faith and published same 
in entire ignorance of the drawing being 
yours. . . We quite recognize our re- 
sponsibility re this, but at the same time feel 
sure that your clients have no desire to act 
vindictively against the two innocent parties, 
viz., the printers and ourselves, and think the 
following offer should meet the case: (1) We 
to publish in The World of Golf a suitable 
apology. (2) An undertaking that we hold 
no blocks, plates or negatives of your clients’ 
picture (the only block we had was returned 
to the advertising agency after printing). That 
we are prepared to hand over to your clients 
all the copies we hold, some three dozen, and 
that no further infringement shall take place. 
(3) To pay our share of your costs. We have 
advised the printers of this offer and trust 
same will prove acceptable.” This offer was 
not accepted by the plaintiffs. 

At the trial it was proved that Messrs. 
Simpkin and Marshall, newsagents, were in 
possesion of copies of the defendants’ paper 
on the usual term of sale or return. The 
defendants did not call for a return of those 
copies and several copies were sold by Messrs. 
Simpkin and Marshall after the defendants 
had full knowledge of the plaintiffs’ com- 
plaint. The plaintiffs issued their writ on 
March 11, 1914. 

The defendants raised the following de- 
fences: (1) There was no copyright in the 
drawing because it had not been registered 
under the Fine Arts Act, 1862. (2) There 
was no copyright in the drawing, because at 
the time of the sale thereof by the author 
there was no memorandum in writing assign- 
ing or reserving the copyright as require 
nee t of the Fine Arts Act, 1862. (3) 

e defendants by their letter of December 
9, 1913, offered to give the plaintiffs all the 
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relief they were entitled to and the action 
should not have been brought. (4) The de- 
fendants, being innocent infringers, were not 
liable for damages. 

With regard to the want of registration the 
defendants contended that, under section 24 
of the Copyright Act, 1911, copyright in an 
existing artistic work (1.e., an artistic work 
in existence on July 1, 1912) depends upon 
there having been copyright in that work 
under the Fine Arts Act, 1862; and that in- 
asmuch as the last-mentioned Act provided 
that no proprietor of copyright should have 
the benefit of that Act until registration, he 
could not, unless he had registered before 
July 1, 1912, get the substituted benefit of the 
Copyright Act, 1911. Mr. Justice Neville held 
that registration under the old Act was not 
necessary in order to entitle a proprietor of 
the copyright in an existing work to the bene- 
fit of the new Act. It was sufficient if he 
was the proprietor of the copyright, and it 
was clear under the old Act that although 
the right to sue depended on registration, the 
copyright did not. With regard to the con- 
tention that there was no memorandum in 
writing, Mr. Justice Neville held that such 
memorandum was necessary, and that if be- 
fore July 1, 1912, a painting, drawing or the 
negative of a photograph had been sold with- 
out a memorandum having been made either 
reserving or assigning the copyriyht, the copy- 
right would have ceased to exist and no sub- 
stituted copyright would have been acquired 
under the Cappriaiet Act, I9Q1I. 

In this case, however, he held that the re- 
quirements of section 1 of the Fine Arts Acct, 
1862, had been satisfied, and that the receipt 
given by the artist to the plaintiffs was a 
sufficient memorandum in writing to the ef- 
fect that the vendee of the drawing “Thirteen 
Down” should be entitled to the copyright. 
The receipt, on the face of it, related to five 
specific drawings, and, although the title of 
this drawing was not mentioned, parol evi- 
dence was admissible to prove that it was one 
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innocently by the defendants, and that did 
away with a great part of the injury which 
the plaintiffs might have suffered. The sale 
of copies, however, by Messrs. Simpkin and 
Marshall after the date when the defendants 
had full knowledge of the plaintiffs’ claim, 
was a sale for which the defendants were re- 
sponsible. The copies were upon sale or re- 
turn, and the defendants ought at once to 
have demanded their return. No doubt 
Messrs. Simpkin and Marshall were not bound 
to return them. They could have exercised 
their option to purchase» but in that event the 
defendants would have been relieved of fur- 
ther responsibility. So long, however, as the 
copies remained upon sale or return the de- 
fendants were responsible, and, therefore, the 
plaintiffs were entitled to recover damages in 
respect of these sales. He assessed the dam- 
ages at 5s. and gave judgment for the plain- 
tiffs for that amount, and an injunction and 
the costs of the action.

With regard to the defendants’ offer be- 
fore action brought, Mr. Justice Neville said 
that he accepted the defendants’ allegation 
that they were entirely innocent of any inten- 
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tion to infringe copyright when they admitted 
the insertion of the advertisement in their pa- 
per; but, in his view, when a right of this 
kind had been infringed by a defendant, the 
plaintiff was entitled to an order of the 
Court and was not debarred from exercising 
his right to sue by a promise from the de- 
fendant not to do it again and to pay such 
damages as might be agreed upon. The plain- 
tiff was not bound to accept a settlement out 
of Court but could issue his writ, and then, if 
the defendant offered to submit to an order, 
and the plaintiff declined to accept it, and 
went on to trial, the defendant would be en- 
titled to his costs from the date of the offer, 
if that offer embodied all the relief that the 
plaintiff was entitled to. 

Upon the question of damages the learned 
Judge said that it was admitted that under 
the Act the plaintiff could not recover dam- 
ages in respect of acts of infringement done 


S. N., retired, America’s foremost naval strat- 
egist and the world’s greatest authority on 
sea power, died suddenly of heart disease at 
the United States Naval Hospital in Washing- 
ton on the morning of Dec. 1st. Though he 
was in his seventy-fourth year, Admiral Ma- 
han was in apparently good health until the 
war began. The first month of hostilities 
deeply affected him. There were great de- 
mands made upon him for comments as a 
naval expert, and during the early days of the 
war he gave many interviews and wrote a 
number of articles dealing with the contest. 

He was born at West Point on September 
27, 1840, the son of a professor in the United 
States Military Academy. In 1856 young Ma- 
han received his appointment to Annapolis, 
and was graduated with the class of ’59. At 
the outbreak of the Civil War he was commis- 
sioned a lieutenant and was assigned to the 
South Atlantic blockading squadron. After the 
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French library up to one hundred and twelve. 
war he commanded the Aroostook, of the 
Asiatic fleet, and in 1872 he became a full 
commander. From 1880 to 1885 he command- 
ed the Wachusett, of the Pacific station, and 
shortly afterward was made a captain and ap- 
pointed to the Naval War College. Rear Ad- 
miral Mahan was president of the college 
from 1886 to 1889, and again from July, 1892, 
to May, 1893. He commanded the Chicago 
from 1893 to 1895 with the European squad- 
ron, and was retired from the service upon 
his own application in November, 1896. It 
was not until 1907 that he was made a 
rear admiral on the retired list by a special 
act. 

He was not a prophet without honor for he 
had received honorary degrees from Harvard, 
Yale» Columbia, McGill, Oxford and Cam- 
bridge and was the American Naval dele- 
gate to the Hague Peace Conference in 
1899. 

Rear Admiral Mahan’s greatest book, “The 
Influence of Sea Power Upon History,” 
(1890) immediately brought him into interna- 
tional prominence. This book is said to be in 
a measure responsible for the German Navy 
as it exists to-day. When it was published it 
was immediately translated into German. Em- 
peror William was so impressed with the book 
that he ordered a copy placed in the library 
of every German warship, and ordered all 
German naval officérs to read and study it. 
Emperor William praised it as the greatest 
modern work on naval affairs and the great- 
est work on sea power. His other publications 
were “The Gulf and Inland Waters” (1883) ; 
“Influence of Sea Power Upon French Revo- 
lution and Empire” (1892); “Life of Admiral 
Farragut” (1892); “Life of Nelson” 2 v. 
(1897) ; “The Interest of the United States in 
Sea Power” (1807); “Lessons of the Spani:h 
War” (1899); “The Problem of Asia” (1900; 
“The South African War” (1900); “Types of 
Naval Officers” (1901); “Retrospect and Pro- 
spect” (1902); “Sea Power in Its Relation to 
the War of 1812” (1905); “From Sail to 
Steam” (1907); “Some Neglected Aspects of 
War” (1907); “Naval Administration and 
Warfare” (1908); “The Harvest Within” 
(1909); “Interest of America in International 
Conditions” (1910); “Armaments and Arbi- 
tration” (1912); “Major Operations of the 
Navies in the War of American Indepen- 
dence” (1913). 

At the time of his death Rear Admiral Ma- 
han was in Washington working as a research 
associate in the Department of Historical Re- 
search in the Carnegie Institution, with a view 
to writing a history of American expansion 
and its bearing on sea power. This was to be 
a monumental work, and he had given thought 
to it for many years. But he had hardly made 
a beginning when his heart gave way.

CAN ANY GOOD THING COME OUT OF CENTRAL 
AMERICA? From Nicaragua there “swims 
into our ken” a new poet, Ruben Dario, con- 
sidered by some the prince of living poets writ- 
ing in the Spanish language. For some time 
Sefior Dario has been living in Europe. Jean 
Richepin, the French poet and dramatist, based 
one of his poems on a book by Dario, and not 
long ago a group of Parisian literary lights 
gave a banquet in his honor. Among English 
critics, William Archer has taken special note 
of Dario’s works. Not long ago The Athe- 
naeum published a critical study upon him. 
Dario has written about a score of volumes, 
among which the most famous in Spanish- 
speaking lands are “Azul” and “Prosas Pro- 
fanas.” His most recent work, just published 
in Madrid, is entitled “Hymn to the Argentine, 
and Other Poems.” Senor Dario recently ar- 
rived in this country on a lecture tour in the 
interest of international peace. His presence 


may be the cue for some American transla- 
tions. 


THe EvuropeEAN war has been partially in- 
strumental in introducing to American readers 
a Belgian poet, Emile Verhaeren, hitherto lit- 
tle known here, although a volume of his 
poems in English was published as far back as 
1899. It was through Maurice Maeterlinck 
that his countryman, M. Verhaeren, has sud- 
denly reached international prominence. When 
the French Academy recently proposed a sig- 
nal honor for M. Maeterlinck the latter mod- 
estly suggested that a worthier recipient for 
such recognition would be Emile Verhaeren. 
While Verhaeren’s name has been associated 
with “Futurism,” his genius is too big to be 
constrained within the limits of a mere 
“movement.” In his love for Democracy his 
obvious kinship to Walt Whitman has before 
now attracted attention. Like the author of 
“Democratic Vistas” he sees the beauty and 
the poetry that lie hidden in the life of our 
great cities. Modern science, modern thought 
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have furnished him with his subjects. Above 
all, he is an intensely human poet, loving his 
country with a passionate earnestness that en- 
hances the power and pathos of his verse in 
these days of Belgium’s suffering and glory.

and the “Oxford Book of Canadian Verse.” 
These books come in such a variety of paper 
and binding combinations that all classes of 
book-buyers can be suited. 


WHEN ALBERT PARKER Fitcu, President of 
Andover Theological Seminary, preaches in 
the universities of the East the chapels are 
usually filled, for Dr. Fitch is a young man’s 
sort of Christian. Houghton Mifflin have just 
published a book by him, “The College Course 
and the Preparation for Life,” in which he 
talks straight from the shoulder on the topics 
confronting the undergraduate.

Realizing 
the folly of sending out a beautiful catalog 
printed in English to a man who can’t read 
English, the Company recently brought out an 
edition of 10,000 of their catalogs in Spanish. 
So confident are they of results that they have 
decided to issue the catalog annually. 


Tue MacmituaAn Co. published a short time 
since “How to See A Play,” by Richard Bur- 
ton, President of the Drama League of Amer- 
ica. It is aimed at the theatre-goer and gives 
a concise, general treatment of the modern 
theatre that will help the play-goer to choose 
his play wisely and to appreciate the values, 
artistic and intellectual, of what he is seeing 
and hearing.

THE war has affected the Berlin printing 
and publishing trade in quite a tangible man- 
ner for, according to a report in The Notting- 
ham Library Bulletin, the metal plates used 
for the printing of music have been comman- 
deered by the Government for the making of 
ammunition. This means that no more cheap 
music in sheets and books can be published 
from the capital of Prussia for a considerable 
period. Stereos of letterpress books and type 
metal in the “cases” of printers will probably 
be used for the same purpose before long. 


CHARLES ScRIBNER’Ss SONS announce a num- 
ber of forthcoming books bearing on the war. 
From the pen of Richard Harding Davis comes 
“With the Allies.” E. Alexander Powell, 
special correspondent at the front for the New 
York World writes on “Fighting in Flanders.” 
A timely book on “Bruges” by Mary Stratton 
—illustrated by Charles Wade—describes the 
history and points of interest in this ancient 
city, now the center of the war cyclone. 
There will also be “The Diplomatic History of 
the War,” a complete collection of the official 
documents connected with the war. 


THE PUZZLE PICTURE BOOK has always ap- 
pealed to little “kiddies,” and Alice Beardsley’s 
“The Turn Around Book”—a new Bobbs-Mer- 
rill publication of this sort—must look good to 
them. Verses and pictures are arranged so 
that there’s a tickle in every turn of the book. 
The Bobbs-Merrill Co. is also offering for the 
first time three of the Christy-Riley books, 
“Old-Fashioned Roses,” “A  Discouraging 
Model” and “The Rose,” at fifty cents. There 
are also six new volumes ready in the Riley 
Booklets series: “Contentment”; “To My 


Friend”; “Just Be Glad”; “The Days Gone 
By”; “When She Comes Home”; “The Glad 
Sweet Face of Her.” 


In “Human HARMONIES AND THE ART OF 
Makinc THEM,” by Desmond FitzGerald, there 





is an author’s note entitled “The Way to Sam- 
ple This Book,” in which the writer states 
“that most authors furnish no way to quickly 
get at the contents of their books.” After 
this foreword comes a preface or outline chap- 
ter and a complete index digest of each chap- 
ter or essay, “to enable the one making a pre- 
liminary examination to do so as quickly 
and as accurately as possible.” This is ap- 
proximately the plan followed in most his- 
tories and works of reference but a great 
many busy men and women would welcome 
its general adoption for all books. 


Tue Pace Company have succeeded in im- 
porting again, through Grant Richards, Lon- 
don, “The Message,” by A. J. Dawson—which 
met with considerable success several years 
ago in England and America. In this novel 
the author forecasts the mighty struggle now 
being enacted in the war caldron of Europe. 
The plot involves a German invasion of Eng- 
land and the complete capture of London by 
the Kaiser’s army, and finally—the ultimate re- 
sult of the war—an alliance between England 
and America. The Page Company also an- 
nounce the publication of “American Com- 


| posers,” by Rupert Hughes and Arthur Elson, 


which is a new-enlarged and thoroughly re- 
vised edition of Mr. Hughes’ previous work, 
“Contemporary American Composers.” 


IMMEDIATELY after the war started there was 
a boom in both map making and map selling, 
both here and abroad. Now, according to a 
London report, pending alterations in Europe 


| the mapmaking business in England is at a 


| standstill. 


One of the largest mapmaking con- 
cerns in London asserts that such extensive 
changes were sure to follow the war that many 
scientific publications which were scheduled 
to contain maps are being held up until the end 
of the conflict, so that newly construeted maps 
can be incorporated in them. He adds: “It 
would be a loss of money to issue some pub- 
lications with the present maps, for they would 
have to be reprinted at the end of the war. 
We are printing only a sufficient number of 
maps of Europe to meet the trade demand, 
maintaining no surplus stock.” 


To see ourselves as others see us, says the 
English Bookseller, is not always such a 
chastening and unflattering experience as 
Burns suggested in his much-quoted lines. 
We have been accustomed, for instance, to 
think of our country as one in which poetry 
has little pecuniary value, and is, indeed, more 
or less a drug in the market. But now we 
have a distinguished Belgian writer, Mlle. 
Coppin, addressing to England the fervent 
though humorous apostrophe—“Oh, beautiful 
country and munificent, in which editors pay 
for poems! : I have always loved the 
English people, but not until now did I really 
understand how much they deserve to be 
loved!” In Belgium, it appears, though the 
papers are not above accepting verse contri- 
butions, it never occurs to their editors to 
offer payment to their authors.

J. F. Tapley Co., have just published a valu- 
able and attractive little booklet of “Useful In- 
formation Concerning Book Impositions” 
which will be of interest to printer and pub- 
lisher, alike. Besides a number of useful sug- 
gestions on general binding problems, the book- 
let contains a table giving the maximum and 
minimum full size sheets taken by the usual 
binding machines, together with the pagination 
of folded signatures and the style of machine, 
all with carefully labelled diagrams of various 
four, eight, sixteen, thirty-two and sixty-four 
page layouts. The booklet may be had gratis 
by members of the printing, binding and allied 
trades applying for it. 


WHILE THE JACKET DOESN’T MAKE THE BOOK, 
it oftentimes proves a mighty good sales 
maker. The jacket on Herbert Adams Gib- 
bons’ “The New Map of Europe”’—just pub- 
lished by The Century Co.—is a winner; it 
depicts, with the aid of plenty of red, blue, and 
black ink, a mighty mailed fist slashing a 
sword, hilt deep, across the map of Europe. 


Besides the matter which fell under his per- | 
sonal observation, Mr. Gibbons has drawn his | 
material in this book from many interesting | 
sources. For instance, he quotes from school | 


books now in use in Germany, which praise 


Germany as “the heart of Europe.” He quotes | 


from the anthropologist Woltmann, who states 


that “the German is the superior type of the | 


species homo sapiens,’ and from Wirth who 
declares that “the world owes it civilization 
to Germany alone.” The book also contains 
six accurate maps of timely interest. 


Last Saturpay the “Better Books of the 
Year” Exhibit in Boston closed. Carried on 
under the direction of Richard B. G. Gardner 
of the Publishers’ Co-operative Bureau, the 
Boston exhibit has been one of the most suc- 
cessful of its kind ever held in this county. 
The attack of the exhibit has been centred 
around a series of “feature days” and the suc- 
cess of this plan is evidenced by the attend- 
ance, Over 4,000 visitors being recorded for 
the first two weeks. In addition to the “fea- 
ture days” described in an earlier issue of the 
PusptisHERS’ WEEKLY, there have since been a 
“Players Day” when various members of the 
“Peg O’ My Heart” company made addresses, 
two more “Childrens’ Hours,” two more “Au- 
thors’ Days,” an afternoon on which bindings 
were featured, with an address by the head of 
the binding department of the Boston Library 
and practical demonstrations by employees of 
the Library bindery, a musical afternoon, and 
other features. 


“THERE SEEMS REASON to anticipate that one 
result of the conditions under which we are 
at present living will be a considerably in- 
creased knowledge of the French language— 
and, consequently, perhaps, of French litera- 
ture—on the part of our people at large, at 
any rate in the metropolitan area. Not only 
can one hear the language of our good neigh- 
bor and ally spoken freely, nowadays, in al- 
most every street, but the number of journals 
Printed in French now being offered for 
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seems to increase every week. We may 
deduce another evidence of the tendency of 
present circumstances to promote a wholesome 
internationalism in the domain of letters from 
the fact that M. Poincaré, the President of 
the French Republic, who was a Jittérateur of 
distinction before he was an eminent states- 
man, is to be offered the Lord Rectorship of 
one of the Sottish Universities for the next 
term of three years.” 


MANY INTERESTING PIECES of Stevensoniana 
were sold by the Anderson Auction Co. 
of New York on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday of last week. The total amount 
received for the 588 articles of the Stevenson 
collection was $47,291.50. J. H. Drake paid 
$500 for a copy of the privately printed first 
edition of twenty-two copies of “The South 
Seas.” The same price was paid by the Rosen- 
bach Company, of Philadelphia, for the exceed- 
ingly rare first edition of “The Silverado 
Squatters,” of which only ten copies were 
printed for copyright purposes. The same bid- 
der paid $110 for Stevenson’s personal copy of 
“New Arabian Nights.” Mr. J. F. Bullard 
bought for $400 a manuscript, “Notes About 
Robert Louis Stevenson,” by his mother; $175 
for Stevenson’s copy of Walt Whitman’s 
“Leaves of Grass,” and $125 for the first edi- 
tion of Stevenson’s first publication, “The 
Pentland Rising.” George D. Smith bought 
for $325 the sketch book used by Stevenson 
on his trip to France in 1878, and $310 for a 
sketch book with drawings by the novelist. E. H. 
Wendell paid $237 for the first edition of 
“Deacon Brodie,” by R. L. Stevenson and W. 
E. Henley; $225 for Stevenson and Henley’s 
play, “Beau Austin”; $175 for Stevenson and 
Henley’s play, “Admiral Guinea,” and the 
same price for the first edition of the 
same author’s Macaire.” Sixty-seven can- 
celled checks, all in the handwriting of Steven- 
son, were sold for $389.50. An autograph letter 
in Samoan signed “Tusitala,” Stevenson’s 
Samoan name, meaning “Writer of stories,” 
brought $57.50. <A three-page letter written 
by Stevenson to his wife from Saranac 
Lake brought $100. A _ surprise was 
sprung on the first day of the sale when Mrs. 
Katherine D. Osbourne, who married Lloyd 
Osbourne, served the Anderson Co. with an in- 
junction restraining it from selling 122 items 
listed in the catalogue of the sale. Mrs. Os- 
bourne claimed that the items in question, 
consisting mainly of letters written by 
R. L. S. to his parents at an early date, were 
hers and not the property of Mrs. Salisbury 
Field, daughter of the late Mrs. R. L. Steven- 
son, to whom the other articles of the sale be- 
longed. These letters have been held up pend- 
ing the decision of the court as to their 
ownership.
